+: though a viſion. was afterward. neceſſary to 
give him a more clear and explicite knowledge 
Mark xvi. of God's purpofe of calling in the Gentiles, yet 
Matt. even in his firſt diſcourſe to the Jews, imme- 
Wii. 19. diately after the deſcent of the Holy Ghoſt, 


_ plainly enough ſhews, that in general he ſaw 
the full extent of his commiſſion. * For the 


promiſe ( faith he) is unto you, and to 


your children, and to all that are afar 
off, (that is, however ſtrangers from the 
Covenants of promiſe, however diſtant in 
place or time;) even as many as the Lord 


our God ſhall call.” And in his next diſ- 
courſe to them, he cites this promiſe made to 
Abraham, the bleſſings of which extended to 
all mankind; at the ſame time intimating, that 


the Jews had only the Prerogative of a prior 
invitation to accept it. Ve are the children 


of the Prophets, and of the covenant which 

God made with our fathers, ſaying unte 

Abraham; and in thy ſeed. ſhall all the

kindreds of the earth be bleſſed. Unto you 
FIRST God, having raiſed up his Son Jeſus, As ii "i

The Jews had a peculiar claim to this pri- 
 vilege. © To them belonged the adoption, 


and the glory, and the covenants, and the 


giving of the Law, and the ſervice of Gcd, 
and the promiſes ;” being choſen inſtru- _— ix. 
ments in the hand of God, in order to convey © 
the accompliſhment of his gracious purpoſes 


to the reſt of mankind, As Chriſt himſelf 


deſcended from them ; as they were his bre- 
thren, and his kinſmen, according to the 
fleſh ; even this circumſtance might reaſon- 
ably recommend them to ſome peculiar regard 


in that reſpect, to ſome diſtinguiſhing mark of 


his favour. 
Such was the ſituation of the fr preachers 
of the Goſpel, with regard to the objects of 


their miſſion, the whole world as divided 


into Jews and Gentiles : the former prepared 
for the reception of the faith of Chriſt, and 
the doctrines of the Goſpel, by being fur- 


niſhed with principles of true religion, by

having been taught to expect a Saviour, the 


Meſſiah long pointed out to them by their 


prophets, 
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. and by having in their own Law a 
ſchoolmaſter to bring them to Chriſt ; the lat- 
ter overwhelmed with ignorance and ſuperſti- 
tion ; enſlaved to their luſts and paſſions, their 
' vices, and their prejudices : the former com- 
' mended to the firſt regard of their country- 
men commiſſioned to inſtruct them; the latter 
not rejected of God, but deſigned to be intro- 
duced into his kingdom in ſuch manner, as 
the conduct of his ancient people on thisoc- 
caſion, and other circumſtances of times, and 
ſeaſons, and events, ſhould render moſt agree 
able to his all- perfect wiſdom. 


The ſituation of this Venerable Society, at 
its firſt inſtitution, may be conſidered as ſome- 


what ſimilar. It was incorporated by a Great 
Prince, whoſe life was ſpent in aſſerting the 
civil and religious Liberties of mankind : 


general, as its Name imports, FOR THE PRO 


PAGATION OF THE GOSPEL IN FOREIGN 


PARTS ; but with an eſpecial and more im- 
mediate view to the ſupplying of our American 
Colonies with learned and orthodox miniſters, 
for the public worſhip of God, and the in- 
ſtruction of the people in true religion.

The state of Religion among the inhabi- 
tants of our Colonies was very rightly made 
the firſt and principal object of the care of this 
Society. Their near relation to us as fellow 
ſubjects and countrymen, as friends and bre- 
thren, gave them the ſtrongeſt claim to our 
pious afliſtance ; and, had they been aliens, 
and even enemies, the wretchedneſs of their 
condition in that reſpect was ſuch, as to 
render them proper objects of our compaſſion 
and charity. They became likewiſe the firſt 
object, in regard to the further views of the 
Society itſelf, and the extenſive deſign of its 
inſtitution. The eſtabliſhment of the Ame; 
rican Colonies was always conſidered as af- 
fording the happieſt opportunity of inſtructing 
the Natives; as the proper medium, through 
which the ineſtimable bleſſing of the Goſpel 
might be conveyed to their heathen neigh- 
bours. Their Charters from the firſt pointed. 
out this method; and provided for the Religi- 
ous and Civil Government of the people, for 
this as a principal reaſon expreſſly aſſigned, 
« that their good life and converſation might 
win and invite the natives of the Country 
to the knowledge and obedience of the only 

| true 
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true God and Saviour of mankind.“ But 


how could theſe be inſtrumental in the good 
work of converting infidels, and reforming 
barbarians, who were themſelves, for the moſt 
part, falling off from the true faith, and ſink- 
ing into vice, irreligion, and barbariſm? In- 


ſtead of being teachers, they had need of 


being taught again the firſt principles of reli- 


gion; and, ſo far from ſupplying the proper 


means of promoting Chriſtianity, they lay as 
a ſtumbling block in the way, and an obſtacle 


to its progreſs. To preſerve the ſmall re- 
mains of true religion among theſe our oy” 


thren; to reſtore it, where it was loſt; 


raiſe it from its ſhamefully neglected and mi- 


ſerably fallen condition ; and to improve it to 


a ſtate, in which it might recommend itſelf 
to the native heathens; this became the firſt 
object of the Society in point of prudence and 
_ expediency, as well as of duty and obligation. 
That a proviſion for the public worſhip of 
God was either wholly neglected, or very in- 
ſufficiently made, in moſt of our American Co- 
lonies at their firſt ſettlement, is to be aſ- 
cribed to the manner, in which they were at 
firſt ſettled. That great work, much greater i 


in the event, than the attempt itſelf promiſed ; 


begun

bagny with effect in the former part of the 
laſt Century, and carried on with ſucceſs 
through the whole of that period; was in its 


85 ſeveral parts the reſult rather of accident and 


"occaſion, than of any regular deſign conſide- 
rately planned and uniformly purſued. As 
avarice and ambition, as diſtreſs and neceſſity, 
as religious zeal and impatience of oppreſſion, 
as any other occaſional impulſe, ſeconded the 
prevailing ſpirit of enterpriſe; multitudes tranſ- 
ported themſelves to thoſe newly diſcovered 
regions, in hopes of finding relief from their 
different grievances, and of obtaining there 
the ſeveral objects of their defires. Religion 
was but one among many and various motives : 
and accordingly, though the Government, 
Which gave them authority to make their fe- 
veral ſettlements, very rightly, in every in- 
ſtance, repreſented the ſupport and propagation 
of Chriſtianity as a principal reaſon, and made 
it an expreſs condition, of their grants; yet 
there were but few of theſe adventurers, who 
paid any regard to this moſt important charge. 
'The ſtate of Religion through the greater part 
of the Colonies, as certified by undoubted _ 

_ teſtimonies, in anſwer to the inquiries made 
by this Society at its firſt inſtitution, preſented 
B | a ſcene 
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a ſcene truly deplorable: a multitude of rifing 


States ſpreading over a great extent of coaſt 
along that vaſt continent, increaſing in wealth, 


almoſt deſtitute of the worſhip, and of the-

regular Miniſters from thence, nor could their

perly qualified for the Miniſtry, or able and 
willing to ſeek ſo far the neceſſary means of 
admiſſion to it. The Society affiſted their 
| brethren in this great difficulty: unable to re- 


move the burthen, they helped them to ſup- 


port it; a burthen, which notwithſtanding 
their beſt endeavours to remove it, till prefles. 
| with: 


i power, and populouſneſs, yet at the ſame time 
1 degenerating from the manners and faith of | 
' l their anceſtors, and ſinking into ignorance and. | 
| | irreligion : a number of Chriſtian Societies. f 
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with a grievous weight, as well upon Them- 
ſelves, as upon the American Churches. They 
ſupplied them with Miniſters, and contributed 
to their maintenance: ſome were appointed as 
Reſident, others as Itinerant, Miſſionar ies; ac- 


cording to the circumſtances of the different 
flocks, whether more cloſely united, or widely 


diſperſed: they provided not only for the con- 
ſtant preaching of the word of God, and the 
due adminiſtration of the holy Sacraments, 
in the Congregation, by Miniſters properly 
qualified and regularly deputed; but likewiſe 
for the equally neceſſary work of the education 


of children, and inſtruction of youth, in the 


principles of true Religion, by School maſters 


and Catechiſts: they encouraged them in build- 


ing decent churches for the public worſhip 


of God: they have tranſmitted, and diſperſed 


among them, an infinite number of Bibles and 
Liturgies; and of pious and inſtructive Books, 
and ſmaller Treatiſes, the moſt uſeful in their 


ſeveral kinds, and the beſt adapted to the edi- 
fication of all ages and conditions. 


The Society hath acted with all the atten- 


tion and circumſpection requiſite in ſo weighty 


a charge; and with that prudence and eco- 
nomy, which more eſpecially becomes thoſe, 
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who, beſide their own Wiiribuöne, have 
the management of thoſe numerous and many 


of them large Donations and Bequeſts, which 
the caſual, but, by the bleſſing of God, the 
never failing liberality of pious Benefactors 


hath ſupplied; and by which chiefly this good 


Work hath been all along, and ſtill continues 


to be ſupported : affording in that continued” 
 fupport a teſtimony, the moſt unexceptionable- 


that can be given, of the excellence of the de- 


ſign, and of the propriety and rectitude of the 
execution. With regard to their Miſſions, the 
moſt important and” difficult part of their 


charge, they have given all proper attention 


to the exigence of the ſeveral caſes in every 


particular: they have granted none, without 


petition from the people wanting aſſiſtance; 
without knowledge of their number, as ſuf- 
ficient to form a juſt congregation; without 


proper aſſurance of their inability wholly to 
ſupply themſelves ; without real proof of their 


willingneſs and zeal, by engaging to bear their 
part, and contributing in reaſonable propor- 
tion. With regard to the perſons employed 


by them as Miſſionaries, their moral character, 


pious diſpoſition, and intellectual abilities, 
they have made uſe of all proper methods of. 


obtaining 
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taining due ſatisfaction previous to their ap- 
pointment, and due information of their ſub- 
ſequent conduct. The inſtructions given to 
their Miſſionaries are formed upon the great 
general lines of their duty; yet are ſo full and 


ample, and deſcend to ſo many particulars, as 


almoſt to exclude the neceſſity of occaſional 
directions. Theſe have been publiſhed to the 
world; * for the Society wiſhes not to keep 
any of its tranſactions private. Their Conduct 
is annually laid before the public; their Charter 


is open to all: to the latter they appeal in 


juſtification of the former, and are little con- 


cerned to anſwer malevolent objections, founded 
upon groſs miſrepreſentations of Both. 
Such have been the unremitted labours and 


endeavours of this Society, from its firſt inſti- 
tution to the preſent time. The good effects 
have been anſwerable to their pious and well- 
judged intentions: and there is now, chiefly 
by their care, and the bleſſing of God attend- 
ing it, a decent appearance of Religion, and a 


hopeful proſpect of improvement in the ſervice 


and public worſhip of God, among the mem-

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bers of our Communion, through the greater 
part of the Colonies. Much hath been done, 


and much yet remains to be done. The 


ſtill imperfect ſtate of religious worſhip and 


inſtruction among them in ſome of the Colo- 


nies; the enlargement of them all by new ac- 
ceſſions, and by population; the addition of 
immenſe tracts of country to the Britiſh Ame- 


rican Dominions, and the ſettlement of new 


Colonies in them; all theſe open a wide field 
to the Society's care, and form a vaſt object, 
{till growing, and becoming greatly diſpropor- 


tionate to its abilities. The difficulty of ſup- 
plying from hence a people, ſpread over fo 


large a tra& of country, with Miniſters, pro- 
perly qualified for the adminiſtration of God's 
Word and Sacraments, hath always been ſe- 


verely felt both here and there. The ſupply 


of Natives to the Miniſtry in the Colonies, 
now capable, from the eſtabliſhment of various 
ſeminaries of literature, of furniſhing ſuch a 
ſupply ; this ſupply, the moſt uſeful and moſt 
effectual for the end propoſed, is attended with 
fo many and great diſcouragements, ſuch bur- 
then of expence, ſuch hazard of life, to them- 
x ſelves, * 
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pies Sch delay, ſuch interru ption, ſuch 4 


ficiencies in the miniſtration ; as to be in a 
great 


* « What real foundation there is for ſuch an appre« 
henſion [of danger] may be beſt diſcovered from expe- 


rience and facts. Now the exact number of thoſe, who. 
have gone home for ordination from theſe Northern. 
Colonies, (except ſome who have ſailed lately, who can- 


not properly be included. in this account) is F ifty-two. 


Of theſe Forty-two have returned fafely, and Ten have :

In the Province of New Jerſey. there are 05 


Churches and Congregations; eleven of theſe are entirely 
deſtitute of a Miniſter; and there are but five Clergymen 


to do the duties of the other ten. In Penſylvania, inelu- 


ding the Lower Counties, the caſe is ſimilar. In the city 
of Philadelphia there are three Churches and Congrega- 


tions, and but two Clergymen; in the reſt of the Province, 


the number of Churches is twenty-ſix, and that of the 
Clergy is but ſeven. In North Corolina, the late Governor 
Dobbs informed the Society, in his Letter dated March 
29, 1764, „that there were then but fix Clergymen in 
that Province, although there were twenty-nine Pariſhes, 


and each Pariſh contained a whole County.” And the 


majority of the inhabitants are ſaid to profeſs them- 
ſelves members of the Church, Dr. Chandler's Appeal,

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ſituation and circumſtances deprive them of 
the common benefit, which all Chriſtian 
Churches, in all ages, and in every part of 
the world, have freely enjoyed ; and which in 


— 
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thoſe countries Chriſtians of every other de- 


nomination do at this time freely enjoy. If an 
eaſy remedy can be applied to this grievance ; 
ſurely in charity it will not be denied to their 
petitions, in juſtice it cannot be refuſed to their 
demands. The proper and only remedy hath 
long fince been pointed out: the appointment of 
one or more reſident Biſhops, for the exerciſe 
of offices purely Epiſcopal in the American 


Church of England; for adminiſtring the ſo- 


lemn and edifying rite of Confirmation; for or- 
daining Miniſters, and ſuperintending their 
conduct: offices, to which the members of the 


Church of England have an undeniable claim, 


and from which they cannot be precluded with- 


out manifeſt injuſtice and oppreſſion. The de- 


ſign hath been laid before the public in the moſt 
unexceptionable form: it hath been ſupported 
| againſt every objection, which unreaſonable 
and indecent oppoſition hath raiſed, by argu- 


ments unanſwered and unanſwerable : unleſs 


groundleſs fears, invidioas ſurmiſes, injurious 


ſuſpicions ; unleſs abſurd demands of needleſs 
and impracticable ſecurities againſt dangers 
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ede ier and improbable; 48 to to 


ſet aſide undoubted rights, founded upon the 


plaineſt maxims of Religious Liberty, upon 
the common claim of Mutual Toleration: that 


favourite, but abuſed Principle; the glory and 


the diſgrace of Proteſtantiſm; which all are 
forward enough to profeſs, but few ſteadily 
practice-; and which thoſe, who claim it in 


its utmoſt extent for themſelves, are ſome- 


times leaſt of all inclined to ö in any de- 
gree to others. 


But though the cares of the Society have 


been chiefly employed in its more immediate 


and proper charge; in reſtoring and improving 


the State of Religion among the members of 


our Communion in the American Colonies ;. 
yet hath it not been forgetful of its greater, 
though more diſtant, object, the inſtruction of 
the African Slaves, and of the Native Ameri- 


Cans, in the principles of Chriſtianity. 


The African Slaves ſtand in this view 
firſt in conſideration, for the like reaſons, 


that gave our brethren and fellow ſubjects a 


prior claim to our aſſiſtance: namely, from their 
relation to us, as being in the ſervice and of 
the 
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the houſehald of thoſe our brethren, and is 


their labour is employed for the benefit of our 
Country ; from their ſituation, as they are 
open and acceſſible to inſtruction, and by their 


ſubjection are under the immediate influence 


and in the hands of thoſe, who ought to be 


their inſtructors. Theſe circumſtances, ſo fa- 
vourable in appearance, have not been pro- 
ductive of the good effects, which might have 
been expected from them. If their maſters, 
tyrannizing over this wretched people with a 


deſpotiſm beyond example, are determined to 


keep their minds in a ſtate of bondage ſtill 
more grievous, than that in which they hold 
their bodies; if they will not allow them time 


and opportunity for acquiring religious know- 


ledge, and attending the worſhip of God; if 


inſtead of providing inſtruction for them, they 


will not even ſuffer them to be inſtructed; 
theſe ſeeming advantages will become the 


greateſt obſtacles to their converſion; and all 


endeavours towards it, how earneſtly ſoever 


exerted by others, muſt fail of their deſired 


effect. Should this be in reality a common 
practice among their maſters; ſhould it, in 


any inſtance be the caſe ; wo, unto that man, 


through whom this offence cometh ! It were 
C2 better

better for bim that a mallfcne were hanged 
about his neck, and he were caſt into the ſea, 
than that he ſhould thus offend one of the 
leaſt of theſe,” the moſt abject of mankind, 
yet his brethren, and God's ſervants. Let 
ſuch a one know, that he himſelf hath a 
maſter in heaven; and that He that is higher 
than the higheſt regardeth it.” Surely He will 
avenge the meaneſt of theſe his injured ſervants; 
and the ſouls, which are thus kept back from 
him, will God require at the hands of their 
cruel maſters. 

Notwithſtanding this diſcouragement, the 
Society hath not been remiſs in its endeavours 
to communicate the Goſpel to this unen- 
lightened people, not only by charging their 
Miſſionaries in general with the care of them, 
but by providing particularly for their in- 
ſtruction, as well in their native Country, as 
in the land of their Captivity. But the faireſt 
proſpect of doing effectual ſervice in this part 
of their charge, ariſes from a happy occaſion, 
which hath enabled them to exhibit an edifying 
example to other maſters in the ſame circum» 
ſtances, by the manner in which they them- 
ſelves treat a number of ſlaves committed to 
their own truſt and management. By the 

i bleſſing 
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 bleſling of God upon their endeavours, thay 
will ſhew by experience and in fact, that hu- 
mane treatment will ſoften their tempers, abate 
their prejudices, and calm their vindictive 


ſpirits ; that a due attention given to them and 


their concerns, in regulating their families, 
taking care of their wives and children, and 
ſupplying them with neceſſaries and conveni- 


encies, will make them ſenſible of the benefits 


of civil life, will humaniſe them, and render 


them more ready to learn, and more capable 
of being taught; that a ſhort releaſe from their 
labours, im order to their being inſtructed, will 


be fully recompenſed to their maſters by the 
fruits of their inſtruction; and that the doc- 
trines of Chriſtianity, inſtead of rendering 
them unapt for ſervitude, will indeed make 
them better ſervants; will reconcile them to 
their condition; will teach them to fulfil the du- 
ties required of them, with patience, with in- 
duſtry, and with fidelity ; “ with a good will, 
and for conſcience ſake; as to the Lord, and 
not to men.“ 


The laſt object of the Society's care are the 
American Nations, bordering upon our Colo- 
nies, or intermixed with them. Theſe, a 


ſtill more remote, but moſt important object, 
engaged. 
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3 hole cars attention. From the firſt 


inſtitution of the Society attempts have been 
ſucceſſively made to communicate the light of 


the Goſpel to theſe heathens: and ſome of 


theſe attempts were attended with conſiderable 
ſucceſs. If all have in a great meaſure failed 


in the end, it is chiefly to be aſcribed to that 
deteſtable Policy, which conſiders the Goſpel 
as a mere engine of ſtate, and is equally ready 
to obſtruct, or to promote, its Progrels, as it 
may beſt ſerve its own worldly views, and per- 
haps wicked purpoſes ; to the falſe ſuggeſtions 
and artful inſtigations of a late neighbouring 
rival Power, always induſtrious to improve 
the natural jealouſy of thoſe barbarous nations 
to.its own advantage. T his obſtacle is now in 
a good meaſure removed : an open and ample 
field is offered, in which the miniſtration of 
the Goſpel may have larger ſcope and a freer 


courſe ;. neither bounded, nor interrupted, as 


before, by the influence of a powerful and in- 


ſidious neighbour. The Society will not loſe 


ſo happy an occaſion of promoting more ef- 
fectually this pious and important work. They 


have already laid the beſt foundation for it in 
the eſtabliſhment of Schools for the education of 
the children of the native Americans : in order 


to 
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to lead them early into the knowledge and ex- 
perience of ſocial life; into the arts of agri- 


culture, economy, order, and government ; to 


correct their domeſtic habits and prejudices, 
without diſſolving their natural connexions ; to 
civiliſe them, yet without intirely ſeparating 
them from their own barbarous tribes ; inſtead. 
of ſavages and heathens, to make them men and 


Chriſtians ; and thus to qualify them for in- 
troducing humanity and. Chriſtianity among 


their brethren and kindred. Nor have they 
ſtopped at this beginning ;. but are proceeding. 
to the immediate execution of this good work, 
as far as occaſion and their preſent abilities wilt 


permit ; and to the concerting of a more ex- 
tenſive deſign for the future. A houſe and 


lands are actually purchaſed for the reſidence 


of a Miſſionary, in the country of the Mo- 
hawks; who are well diſpoſed to receive the 
Goſpel, and have of late earneſtly requeſted to 


have a clergyman of the Church of England 


ſettled among them : and a Miſhonary is al- 


ready appointed to that ſtation. A young per- 
ſon, well educated, and of good diſpoſition 


and abilities, is directed to reſide among the 


native Americans for two years, in order to 


qualify himſelf, by perfectly learning their lan- 


guage, 
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guage, to BOY the Goſpel to them; and 


| a liberal appointment is allotted to him for 


this purpoſe. Moreover, an extenſive Plan is 
now forming for ſettlements of Miſſions and 
Schools among other far more numerous tribes 


of Americans, who are in alliance with us. 


The execution of this deſign will indeed greatly 


exceed the abilities of the Society; but the 


expedience of ſuch an attempt becomes every 
day more and more evident, both in a political 
and a religious view: and they truſt, that 


when this Plan ſhall be communicated to the 
public, it will receive all proper countenance 


and ſupport, in proportion to its great im- 
portance, as well from the Government, as 
trom the piety and liberality of private perſons. 


In forming and preparing for execution theſe 


great deſigns, they are much indebted to the 
advice and aſſiſtance of a Perſon, whoſe zeal 


In this good work is equal to his fingular abili- 
ties: one, whoſe eminent ſervices to his 


country in war have been even exceeded by 
the exertion of his more beneficial talents in 
the arts of peace; and who ſeems peculiarly 


deſigned for an inſtrument in the hand of Pro- 
vidence, to ſet forward the arduous work of 


conciliating, civiliſing, and inſtructing the 
barbarous nations of North America.

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The difficulties attending this undertaking 


are indeed many and great, and in the higheſt 
degree diſcouraging. To inſtruct in the doc- 


trines of Chriſtianity nations ſo ſavage in their 
manners, ſo unſettled in their way of life, fo 


rude in their underſtanding ; whoſe minds are 


fo unfurniſhed: with religious notions, whoſe 


languages are ſo various, ſo difficult, fo inca- 


pable in particular of expreſſing the notions of 


the Chriſtian religion ; to teach thoſe ** to 


love one another, and to forgive their ene- 
mies,” who from their infancy are formed 
and diſciplined to the contrary habits ; are 
_ exerciſed in ſuffering and inflicting tortures, 
and place their honour and their policy in deep 
treachery, unrelenting cruelty, and implacable 
revenge: whoſe reſentments and paſſions, na- 
turally violent, are aggravated by injuries, and 
inflamed by imported vices : to induce them 
to receive doctrines directly oppoſite to their 


natural diſpoſitions and confirmed habits, at 
the hand of thoſe, of whoſe deſigns they are 
jealous, of whoſe oppreſſions they complain, 


and whoſe wicked lives they obſerve to be in- 
conſiſtent with the religion, which they pro- 


D feſs 
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feſs and would recomend : — to effect this, 
who is ſufficient? what extraordinary ſpiritual 
aſſiſtances, what gift of tongues, what power 
of miracles, adequate to the undertaking, may 
we aſk, and hope to receive, from above? 
Without them, humanly ſpeaking, it is im- 
poflible. But © with God all things are poſ- 
fible.” We know, that he can; and he him 
ſelf hath declared, that he will effect it : that 
he will bring theſe, . with the reſt of the 
heathen nations, into the. kingdom of his 
Son. When, and by what means, we know 
not: it may be reſerved for a more proper 
ſeaſon, and for more worthy inſtruments. 
But let us not be wearied and faint in our 
minds ;” though © it is not for us to know 
the times and the ſeaſons, which the Almighty 
hath put in his own power ;”' yet we may be 
allowed to mark the ſigns, which ſeem. to in- 
timate a preparation and an approach towards 
the accompliſhment of this determinate, counr 
cel of God. 
The hand of Providence hath been viſible 
in many important events, which have di- 
{inguiſhed theſe latter ages; all concurring 
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mutually. to ꝓromote each other, and all ſeem- 
ing uniformly to tend to the ſame point. The 


revival of learning, arts, and ſciences; their 


progreſs weſtward ; their great increaſe among 
thoſe, who were able to diffuſe them moſt 
widely, and to carry their influence to the 
moſt diſtant parts: the invention of printing; 


the Reformation of Religion in Europe ; the 
diſcovery. of the long hidden continent of 


America; the opening of a new paſſage to 
the Eaſt : the improvement of navigation; 
the extenſion of commerce; the continual ad- 
dition of new regions to the known parts of 
the world, and the communication rendered 


more ſafe and eaſy between the moſt remote : 


all theſe bearings and tendencies indicate a ge- 
neral effort,, under a ſuperior direction, to- 


wards an union and comprehenſion of the 


affairs of mankind in one great ſyſtem ; not a 

{ſtem of civil policy; not of univerſal tem- 
poral dominion, for no ſuch ſhall ever ariſe : 
the only univerſal Kingdom, which ſhall 


henceforth be eſtabliſhed upon earth, is the.

think beneficial to their charitable deſigns; 
and they immediately applied themſelves with 
great zeal and alacrity to the good work; 
and after adjuſting preliminaries in the choice 
of Officers, and ſettling ſtanding orders and 
rules for their more regular proceeding, they 
ſubſcribed every one of them according to their

he had baptized 46 infants, buried 32 corpſes, 
and married 14 couple. Families, excluſive of 
the garriſon, are 120. Communicants 25. 
1] he place abounds with Papiſts, of which there 
reſided laſt winter about 531, and 699 Proteſ- 
tants. oh 
From the Rev. Mr. Balfour, Miſſionary at 
Trinity Bay, the Society are made acquainted, 
that a ſenſe of religion increaſes among the peo- 
ple of Hart's Content; and that he has the hap- 
pineſs 
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the Committee to the Society, it appears, that all

pineſs of gathering all degrees, both Papiſts and 
Proteſtants, to public worſhip. That he went

the Scciety are made acquainted, that he has 
procured a ſchool-maſter well recommended. 


That, ſince his laſt, he has married 9 couple, 


baptized 24. infants and 11 adults; and buried 


11. Communicants 200. That the Papiſts 


are numerous, but do not gain ground. 
Nova Scotia. 


The Society have been favored with ſeveral 


letters from Jonathan Belcher, Eſq; Chief Juſ- 
tice of Nova Scotia, from time to time acquaint- 
ing them with the proceedings of the Board of 
Correſponding Members; by which they learn, - 
That at their annual meeting in June laſt, the 
Committee, and Clergy, with the Diſſenting 
Miniſters, and his Majeſty's Council, and the 

Houſe of Aſſembly, all attended at church, and 

heard an excellent ſermon from Dr. Breynton, 
which gave univerſal ſatisfaction. 


By the repeated accounts tranſmitted from 
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the Miſſionaries in that province are diligent in 
their duty, and that religion wears a better 
face than it did. And the Society think them- 
ſelves much obliged to the zealous activity, and 


prudent care of thoſe Gentlemen, who have 
thus aided and incoraged the Miſſionaries in 
ſetting forward the honor of God, and the ſal- 


vation of men. 


They have fixed Mr. Elias Jones, ſchool-maſ- 
ter at Hallifax, in the room of Mr. Lynch; 


and they write, that Mr. Halliburton gives 


great ſatisfaction in the management of his 


ſchool, Mr. Moreau, Miſſionary to the French 


at Lunenburgh, being dead, another is requeſt- 


ed, who can preach both in Engliſh and French : 


and the Society hope to ſend very ſhortly a 


clergyman who is qualified for that purpoſe. 
At preſent that miſſion is ſupplied by Mr. 


Bryzelius, who, in a letter of Oct. 3, 1770, 
writes, that he officiates on ſundays in Engliſh, 
from the hour of ten to twelve—in French, from 


twelve to two—in German, from two to four, 


He lives in peace with all his people, and ſtudies 


to keep a conſcience void of offence. In that 


ſettlement there are 684 children under 12 
years of age. He has baptized 46; married 


6 couple ; and buried 10. Thirty young peo- 
ple, properly inſtructed, took the ſacrament on 
Eaſter-ſunday. The whole number of commu- 
nicants, Englith, French, and German, are 201. 
He expreſſes his joy at the Society's kind inten- 


tion of reprinting the German Common Prayer 


Boot. 
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| Book. The Society have been able to execute 
this, and two hundred of prayer-books have been 
ſent over, which has put them to a very conſi- 
derable expence, more than they could prudent- 


ly have ſuſtained, had there not appeared an ab- 


ſolute neceſlity for it. 


The Society are alſo acquainted by the Rev. 


Mr. Bennet, Miſſionary at Horton, &c. in his 
letter of June 28, 1770, That he gains ground 


daily in ſpreading the goſpel, and has large con- 


gregations both at Windſor and Falmouth : 
That, at Newport, where it is very inconveni- 


ent for the people to aſſemble to divine worſhip, 


by reaſon of that town's being interſected by 
deep and dangerous rivers, he officiates in pri- 


vate houſes, by which the people are obliged, and 


it keeps up a ſenſe of religion one them. 


Mr. Wood viſited the Indians laſt ſummer, - 


and with ſucceſs. 
New England. 


The Rev. Mr. Badger, Itinerant Miſſionary 
in New Hampſhire, in a letter dated Portſmouth, 
July 2, 1770, acquaints the Society, That the 
people diſcover more inclination towards reli- 
gion, are more conſtant in their attendance, and 
imbrace all opportunities of inſtruction. In the 


preceding year he has baptized 84, and had 


62 communicants. lj TS 
The Rev. Mr. Wheeler, Miſſionary at George 

Town, Maſſachuſet's, New England, in his letter 
8 of 
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of Nov. 20, 1769, acquaints the Society, that his 
pariſh extends near 20 miles weſtward, and 12 
eaſtward: That there are about 200 families; 


ſome Preſbyterians, ſome Independents, and a 


few Papiſts. His people have erected the frame 
of a church fince his coming ; he has ſtatedly 
preached twice on ſundays, beſides giving lec- 
tures on week days, and has baptized 28 chil- 


dren. 


The other miſſions in the Maſſachuſet's conti- 
nue much in the ſame ſtate. 
By a letter from the Rev. Mr. John Graves, 
Miſſionary at Providence, Rhode Ifland, New 
England, of Sept. 25, 1770, the Society are in- 


formed, that in the laſt half year, he had bap- 


tized 9 infants, and one adult; buried 5; and 


married 3 couple. That he goes on as uſual 
both at Providence and Warwick, where he had 
preached 20 times, beſides occaſional duties, 


within the year. That his particular friend Mr. 
Merrett is lately deceaſed, and much lamented, 


having always ſupported a very amiable and ex- 


emplary character. He was a firm friend to re- 
ligion and virtue. Among other valuable lega- 


cies, he has bequeathed 100. to the Society, and 


the ſame ſum to the church at Providence. 
Two letters have been received within the 
year from the Rev. Dr. Johnſon, Miffionary at 
Stratford and Milford, Connecticut, New England, 
in the former of which he expreſſes his very 
great ſatisfaction in the aſſiſtance of Mr. Knee- 
land, He has baptized in the year 27 white 
infants, 
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infants, and admitted 4 to communion, 2 of 


which were Blacks. In the ſecond, he expreſ- 
ſes his joy at the appointment of Mr. Cole to 
Claremont, who, he believes, will do good ſer- 
vice. He wiſhes that Sharon could be provided 
for, where is a large tract of country in a deſti- 


tute condition. 1 
Two letters have alſo been received from the 


Rev. Mr. Dibblee, Miſſionary at Stamford, Con- 
necticut, in the firſt of which he obſerves, that 
the ſpiritual wants and deſires of the people of 


New England are ſtill great; and he earneſtly 


wiſhes to ſee;a miſſion eſtabliſhed in the North 
precinct of the Oblong, where they have lately 
erected a church; but there is no miniſter with- 
in 40 miles; and he thinks there would be a 


great opening in that quarter. He occaſionally 
officiates at Danbury. In the ſecond letter he 
gives this account of his miſſion: That his pa- 
riſh continue in a good, peaceable, and incora- 
ging ſtate. That, he had baptized, in the laſt 


half year, 56. That, he had viſited Danbury, 
and preached to a large, devout congregation : 
and at Hartford, 80 Miles diſtant, to a nume- 


rous and attentive audience, chiefly of Diſſen- 


ters, and baptized 4 children at each place, 


The Clergy have ingaged to preach at Hartford 


by turns, but have particularly recommended 
them to the care of Mr. Peters of Hebron. He 
has officiated alſo at Sharon, and preached twice 
at the opening of a new church on the Oblong, 


and baptized 14 children, Till they can be 
ſupplied. 
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ſupplied with a Miſſionary, Mr. Hilyard, a 


young man, lately graduated at Yale College, 


has ingaged to help them, by reading prayers 


and ſermons to them, | 


From the Rev. Mr. Mansfield, Miſſionary 


at Derby, &c. the Society are informed, that, in 


his 2 pariſhes, there are 97 families, and g1 
communicants; and that 14 had been lately ad- 


ded; fi 


From the Rev. Mr. Samuel Andrews, Miſ- 
ſionary at Wallingford , &c. the Society are in- 
formed, that he has baptized in the year 2 adults 
and 40 children; that, the families in his miſſion 


are 150; ſouls 820; communicants 210, 


New York. 
Sir William Johnſon, Bart. his Majeſty's Su- 


perintendant of Indian affairs in America, has 


favored the Society with 2 letters in the courſe of 


the year: and ſo has Dr. Cooper, and Auchmuty, 


and Mr. Inglis of New Vork, all relative to the 


ſpreading of the goſpel among the Mohawk In- 


dians, and the 6 confederate nations adjoining ; 


a point they have much at heart, as they think 


it to be of the utmoſt conſequence to the inte- 
reſts of ſociety, as well as of religion. From 


theſe letters the Society learn, that, while Dr. 


Cooper and Mr. Inglis were upon a viſit to Sir 


William Johnſon, they were ſurpriſed with a 
formal deputation of 9 principal perſons from the 
Indians of the lower Mohawk caſtle, who, by 


their 


K 
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their Sachem, expreſſed their regard and admi- 
ration of Chriſtianity, as far as they could be 
ſuppoſed to be acquainted with it, and a grate- 


ful ſenſe of paſt favors from the Society, and 


moſt earneſtly intreated freſh miſſionaries to be 


ſent among them. They think, that not only 


theſe Mohawks, but the fix confederate nations 
adjoining, are every way intitled to the notice 


of the Engliſh, and that the goſpel might be in- 


troduced among them with proſpe& of good 


ſucceſs, and fo, thouſands be reduced to the 


church and civil ſociety, who may otherwiſe be- 


come alienated from government, and live eſ- 


tranged to order and peace. That, the ſettling 
miſſionaries and ſchool-maſters among them is 
the only effectual means by which they can be 


converted, eſpecially as they are averſe to the 
ſending their children abroad for inſtruction. 


The Society, who would be glad to go as far 
as the warmeſt wiſhes of theſe gentlemen can de- 


fire, have done what they can in aid of theſe pi- 


ous deſigns. They have accordingly ſent back 
Mr. William Andrews, who was well recom- 


mended by Sir William Johnſon, and others, 
and has been ordained here by the Biſhop of 


London, to the miſſion at Schenectady. They 
have ſent Mr. John Stuart Miſſionary to the 
Mohawks at Fort Hunter, who was recommended 


by the Clergy of Pennſylvania, and from whoſe 


appearances the Society have very promiſing ex- 
pectations. They have beſides given incorage- 
ment to Mr. Hall, a graduate in the college at 

. * Philadelphia 
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Philadelphia, to go to Conajohare, there to learn 


the Indian language, that he may be qualified to 
be Catechiſt and School-maſter in that place, 


till ſuch time as he ſhall be able to come over for 


Holy Orders, and be appointed a miſſionary. 


Sir William too has fixed Mr. Colin MLeland, 


a worthy man, School-maſter at the Mohawks ; 


who has already gotten 30 Indian children, who 
improve very faſt, and the number is likely to 
be increaſed. And he has fixed Mr. Edward 


Wall at Johnſtown, who received a liberal edu- 
cation in Europe; and he has 40 children, In- 
dians and Whites, and his ſchool daily increaſes. 

By theſe means the Society hope that a foun- 
dation of good will be laid, which in after-time 
may bring forth an happy increaſe. 

By a letter from John Livingſton, Eſq; dated 
New York, Nov. 20, 1770, the Society are 
informed, that the trial for the late Mr. Talbot's 
eſtate, which came on in October, was put off 
again by an unlucky accident, one of the jurors 
being carried out of court in a convulſive fit, 
ſpeechleſs. MY uu . 

The Society are acquainted, in a letter from 


the Rev. Dr. Auchmuty, rector of Trinity 


church, New York, dated Jan. 30, 1770, That 
the poor negroes in New Vork, among whom 
there are 30 communicants, are in great want 
of an able perſon to inſtruct them — that the 
taſk is become too heavy for the Doctor; and 
therefore the Society, agreeably to his propoſal 
and recommendation, have appointed Mr. Hil- 
dreth 
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dreth to be Catechiſt to them, under the im- 
mediate inſpection of the Doctor, who is a very 
ſober, worthy man, and whoſe ſchool is in a 
floriſhing ſtate, there being 85 ſcholars. 12 
boys and 4 girls were put out to trades within 
r 

Advice is received by a letter from the Rev. 
Mr. Bloomer, Miſſionary at Jamaica, dated Feb. 
1 5, 1770, of his ſafe arrival in the month of 
May preceding, and that he was kindly received 
by the people. He finds the churches at Ja- 
maica neat, well-finiſhed buildings, but thoſe at 


Fluſhing and Newtown to be ſmall. Since his 


arrival he has baptized 42 children, and 3 adults. 
He has 39 communicants, who, by their con- 


ſtant attendance and unblemiſhed life, are an 


honor to religion. 


A petition having been preſented to the 


Society from the people of Great Barrington 


and Laneſboro to the Weſt of the Maſſachuſet's, 
and of Nobletown and New Concord to the

them; and that, unleſs the Society take them

And Mr. Gideon Boſtwick having been fully 
recommended by the Clergy of New York, and 


by Dr. Johnſon of Stratford, and having been

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ordained by the Biſhop of London, the Society 
have appointed him Miſſionary to thoſe places. 
The Rev. Mr. Munro, Miſſionary at Albany, 
New York, in his letter of Jan. 5, 1970, writes, 
That his congregation continues to live in peace, 
and are really improved in the knowlege of re- 
ligion ; and that ꝙ have been added to the com- 
municants, whoſe number is now 47. He has 
baptized in the laſt half year 68, 6 of whom 
were negroe children, and 4 black and 1 Indian 
adult—married 6 couple, buried 5, and has 20 
white and 12 black catechumens.

As Mr. Montgomery did not accept the Miſ- 
ſion of Oxford, and as the people themſelves 
have petitioned the Society to let it remain upon 
the ſame footing, allegeing, that they are now 
roofing the church, and erecting a gallery; for 
which purpoſe Dr. Smith has allowed them half 
the rent of the glebe for three years, the So- 
ciety have conſented that Dr. Smith be conti- 
nued in the miſſion for one year longer. 
The Rev. Mr. Craig, Miſſionary at Cheſter, 
has informed the Society, that the Aſſembly of 
the province have paſſed an act for a lottery, to 
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inable the poor congregations to repair or build 
their churches; by which the churches of 
Cheſter, Chicheſter, and Concord, have been 


greatly benefited. 


The Rev. Mr. Barton, Miflionary at Lan- 


caſter, continues to expreſs his wiſhes, and to 


point out the utility of fending another Itinerant 


Miſſionary into Pennſylvania : That he might 
reſide at Marlboro, where a church, built thirty 
years ago, has lately been repaired, in which 
Mr. Barton officiates once in fix weeks on a 
week-day, though near forty miles diſtant, to a 
large number of ſober and orderly people. That, 
at White Clay Creek and Eſherton, churches 
will ſoon be erected, and one at Middletown, 
Where a lot of ground has been obtained gratis 
by Colonel Burd.

Two letters have been received from the Rev. 
Mr. Warren: In the former he writes, that he 


had undertook the voyage he intended all along 


the ſhore in a cock-boat, for want of better 
conveyance, and had ſuffered greatly by fatigue 
and illneſs: That he had baptiſed 21 Meſtizes,, 
from 2 months to 40 years old : That, Admiral 
| Hrael, a Moſquito Indian chief, had imbraced 
Chriſtianity, with g other men and 10 women, 


and were baptiſed with 19 children, And he. 


has reaſon to believe, from their earneſt deſire 


and ſerious behavior, that their baptiſm will 
be productive of good effects. Cohabitation, 


he obſerves, is very prevailing in thoſe parts, and 
he finds great difficulty to recommend mar- 
'age, In the latter he writes, that, he had 
ON ((( 


appears, that ſince his arrival at Auguſta in No- 
vember 1767, he had-chriſtened 428, married 
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viſited every Britiſh ſettlement on the ſhore, ex- 
cept one, and had made himſelf known to al- 
moſt every white or Meztize inhabitant ; and on 
his return from Punta Gorda had added 27 to 
the church. The reception he met with when 
he came back was very grateful to him, and he 
aſcribes the quickneſs of his recovery, in great 
meaſure, to the kind attention of his flock. He 
has not yet been able to procure a ſchoolmaſter 
in whom he could confide. . 


Bahama Iſlands. 


The Society are acquainted, by two letters 
from the Rev. Mr. Moſs, Miſſionary, That, in 
his paſſage from Providence to Eleuthera, he 
preached twice at Naſſau, and gave the facra- 
ment to 22 women and 2 men, Many in that 
place are reformed through Mrs. Tizard's means, 
Widow of the late Miſſionary, who can now 
read their bibles, and diſcover a more ſerious 
turn. He ſends this account of St. John's pa- 
riſh. Inhabitants 760 whites,. and 311 negroes. 
Baptiſms 51 of whites, and 3 of negroes, beſides 
2 adults. Communicants 39. e 
Mr. Kennedy teaches 54 children in his ſchool, 
and Mr. Lewis the ſame number. .
